Surging  Wall  of  Water  Inundates 
Hundreds  of  Kelso  Homes. 

KELSO,  Wash.,  June  15  (AP).  —  Flood  waters,  which 
poured  into  suburban  Kelso  near  noon  today  when  a 
150-foot  section  of  the  Coweeman  River  dyke  broke, 
Bondinf  a  aurging  two-foot  wall  of  water  over  a  wido  area, 
were  still  rising  tooiglii;  and  more  than  30o  small  homes 

were  inundated. 

The  backwater  from  the  Columbia,  highest  in  years,  was 
adding  to  tho  flood,  and  a  high  tide  before  midnight  was 
expected  to  raise  the  water  to  a  still  higher  level.  No  lives 
wer^  lost,  but  the  property  loss  has  already  mounted  into 
tho  thotiaanda  of  dollara. 

With  an  area  of  approximately  thirty  city  blocks  cov- 
ered, only  the  roofs  of  about  forty  houses  could  be  seen  to- 
night, and  more  than  100  were  half  submerged.  The  Pa- 
cific Highway  was  covered  by  aaveral  inches  of  water  in 
one  place,  and  the  flood  waa  within  fotir  blocks  of  the 
business  district. 

Relief  stations  were  established  in  schoolhouses,  and  the 
Red  Cross  opened  a  depot  in  the  Chinook  Hotel  as  civic 
leaders  began  organisation  of  relief  and  roKue  work.

This  ihows  that  on  balance 
ovpr  the  !a«t  ten  years  this  country  has  not  been 
a  borrower  but  has  exported  capital  to  an 
amount  of  fm.OOO.OOO.  In  the  year  Just  past, 
obviously  the  worst  of  the  period  of  depression 
from  which  the  world  Is  now  emerging,  the  net 
export  of  capital  fntm  Canada  haa  been  $70,- 
000,000.  The  figures  quoted  are  reached  after 
consideration  of  payment  ul  ail  interest  due  out- 
■Ido  of  Canada.  They  mean  that  during  1932 
the  Dominion  as  a  whole  had  no  less  than 
$70,000,000  available  to  apply  on  the  principal  of 
foreign  debt*. 

The  Monthly  Letter  says  that  the  view  that 
on  balance  Canada  haa  been  a  borrower  Is  ex- 
plained by  the  fact  that  prior  to  tho  Great  War 
she  was  Importing  capital  on  a  huge  scale  in 
connection  with  the  development  of  the  natural 
rtioareM  of  tbo  country,  tho  tnilldlnf  of  rail- 
roads and  the  crtatlon  of  a  manufacturing  in- 
dustry.

T^^o  problem  of  an  adequate  national  radio 
broadcasting  service  Is  one  of  organization  and 
of  Mie  amount  of  money  which  the  eovmtry  Is 
prspared  to  spend.

the  late  session  of  the  Federal  Parliament 
thf  Canadian  Radio  Commission  came  in  for  a 
go|d  deal  of  criticism.  Much  of  this  was  un- 
defwed  for  It  had  then  only  been  In  actual 
operation  for  a  comparatively  few  months.  This 
newspaper  opposed  nationalization  of  broadcast- 
ing from  the  beginning  on  the  grounds  that  it 
wa(Uld  add  to  taxation  and  would  almost  cer- 
taiily  become  susceptible  to  party  political  In- 
flwace.

That  influence 
not  be  off.set.  or  even  weakened,  imless  and 
until  programmes  originating  in  Canada  or  pro- 
vided through  hook-npa  with  other  parts  of  the 
Empire  are  of  a  character  to  ofTer  a.s  great  or 
even  greater  attractions  than  the  fare  provided 
by  ttie  two  great  broadoaetlng  companlei  tn  the 
United  States.  That  Is  the  point  to  be  kept  In 
view.  It  is  a  goal  that  cannot  be  reached  with- 
oul  great  expense,  and  It  Is  a  question  If  the 
people  of  Canada  are  prepared  to  pay  the  price. 
That  Is  the  outstanding  problem  of  radio 
nationalisation— the  cost  intolTOd.  Owing  to  the 
fact  that  advertising  has  been  practically 
eliminated  from  the  programmes  already  put  on 
thf  air  and  that  such  elimination  to  a  great 
extent  Is  decreed  under  the  tenu  providing  for 
natlonalliatlon,  the  chief  source  of  revenue  must 
be  derived  from  the  eoet  of  licences  for  receiving 
sets.

Kirik  '  every  time  they  refer  to  the  Prime  Mini.sler  or 
the  leader  of  the  opposition.  In  the  same  way.  too, 
a  man  who  has  at  some  time  had,  because  of  his 
office,  the  title  "Hon."  prefixed  to  hU  name  Is  accord- 
ed It  as  a  courtesy  title  imtll  his  death. 

In  the  United  States  it  is  even  wotss.  AU  kinds 
of  people,  f^om  third  astfstant  street  deaner  up.  are 
either  "Hon."  or  "OoL" 

Both  there  and  In  Canada  there  are  many  other 
"titles"  which  might  be  dispensed  with.

He'd 
wrestle  four  or  five  days  with  the 
plot — then  he'd  wade  into  the  first 
draft  TlU.s  would  then  be  "rut  "  and 
slashed,  twenty  different  ways,  and 
then  the  wcond  draft  would  ripen. 
Then,  more  slashing  and  whittling 
—and  by  Um«  th«  fifth  draft  «Mi- 
tured.  you'd  never  be  able  to  recog- 
nise It,  from  the  first.  "But  that," 
he  explained,  "by,  Just  hammering 
away— by  cramming  eadi  line  with 
strong,  readable  meat  —  and  then 
polishing  It  to  as  near  lltetary  per- 
fection as  possible  —  that  is  why 
good  prices  are  paid.  The  average 
business  man  has  to  'step  right 
along'  to  earn  '1,000  per  month — 
and,  accordingly,  a  writer,  if  he's

The  "catch"  in  ".short -story  '  work, 
Is  to  entertain  the  reader,  in  his  odd 
moments  —  when  he  .s  got  twenty 
minutes  to  .spare  on  the  subway,  to 
the  office— or.  in  that  slack  time, 
while  the  "chow  "  Is  still  In  a  state 
of  flux  and  a  long  way  from  the 
dining-room.  And.  to  entertain  a 
reader,  for  "short  wave-let^ths."  re- 
quires a  lot  <a  skill  and  knowledge. 
The  reader  of  "sborta"  is  always  in 
a  hurry.  Oonsequently,  he  demands 
something  complete  —  compact  — 
something  with  punch,  grip,  and 
emotion — ^in  fact  he  wants  a  first- 
class.  75.000-word  novel,  111  about 
5.000!  That's  why  (If  you  care  to 
analyze  a  good  "short"),  you'll  no- 
tice that  Ui(,-  writing  Is  entirely  emo- 
tional. The  characters  tell  the  story 
— their  thouKht.s,  six'erh,  and  ac- 
tions, supply  the  dramatic  qualities 
required,  and  there's  no  .such  thing 
as  "flat"  work.  In  the  realm  of  short 
fiction.  For  Instance,  say  you  were 
writing  about  a  brawl.  In  "the  flat," 
it  would  be  something  like  this  .  .  . 
*  "Raw-Meaf  Smith  (hero),  flew  into 
a  rage,  and  knocked  all  his  oppon- 
ei^ts,  flat.  Then,  he  whlsUed  for 
Oenovleve  (heroine),  and  took  her 
for  a  walk."  That's  "flat"  enough, 
aint  it?  But.  in  the  emotional  man- 
ner that  "shorts  "  demand,  it  would 
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the  list  of  great  exportloK  oountrie.s.    Yet  such  Is  the  'i«ve  to  be  something,  like  this

'Hie  .Mill  an.  old  but  erect,  wore  a 
hatlk  .shin  with  turban  to  match. 
H--  had  a  great  hfH)ked  knife  fa.st- 
cned  around  his  middle  and  a  thin 
white  beard.  When  he  couldn't 
undwttand,  the  village  linguist  was 
summoned;  but  he  fell  down  on 
■ngUih.  too.  and  we  ware  marooned. 

the  women  atfll  psigsd  out  of 
holes  and  a  few  stood  In  doorways, 
but  they  never  stepped  out.  Some 
had  long  flowing  .skirts,  three- 
cornered  turbans  and  dinky  black 
shirt  waLst.s  covered  with  money: 
.silver  up  h  Tc  instead  of  Rold. 

Tlie  old  chief.  Rtill  talkiiiR  in  his 
solemn  dignified  way.  took-  me  into 
the  hall  and  Invited  me  to  squat. 
The  women  vanished.  I  was  not 
allowed  inside  a  'OMuse"— Which  is 
Just  a  room  tn  this  Mv  hut.  They 
brought  me  breadfruit,  dry  and 
woody  like  sawdust.  They  brought 
a  few  mangy  looking  tomatoes  and 
.some  oily  sort  of  fish  balls.  I 
couldn't  CO  the  fl.sh  balls;  still 
thirsted  for  cocoanut  milk. 
ABMBD  WITH  BLOWPIPES 
After  a  bit  I  strolled  back  Into 
semi-junKlP.  where  the  palms  were 
(iiiiK  in  a  .strong  wind.  Most  of 
.  vr,,**K<  .siiii  haUess  ad  atten- 
tive, drifted  along.  The  men  had 
picked  up  long  blowpipe.s  like  ft.sh- 
ing  ix>les  and  had  roped  .sheafs  of 
short  darts  around  their  che.sts.  The 
darts  were  slightly  thinner  and 
allffhtly  longer  than  pencils. 

Pointing  to  a  etamp  o(  eoooanuts, 
I  went  through  the  motlena  of 
downing  a  long,  cool  drink,  and  the 
lads  caught  on.  They  scampered 
aloft  like  a  flock  of  practicing  fire- 
men and  fairly  showered  down 
co<oanut.s.  I  .said  Id  take  the 
kabccxlle,  .so  they  .slunp  them  over 
a  bamboo  pole  prepared  for  my  de- 
parture.  Cost  eight  cents  a  dozen. 

There  were  other  trees  there, 
barren  of  leaves,  but  well  stocked 
with  dantflpg  pods  the  sise  and 
shape  of  euemnbers.  8ome  of 
these  were  broken  open  into  big 
fluffy  cotton  balls.  Kapok,  they 
call  It.  u.sed  for  mattrefises  and 
things.  'White  and  motionless  as 
these  bursted  pods,  were  birds.  TTiey 
looked  like  parrots,  but  weren't 
The  village  braves  took  a  l>ead  on 
these  and  skewered  them  with  blow 
gun  darts  so  quickly  the  birds  never 
knew  what  hit  them.  These,  too. 
were  offered  to  me;  tat  I  passed 
them  up  beoanoe  thm  waa  no  way 
to  coOk  them. 

BODIE.S  PI.ACED  IN  JAR8 
Going  back  to  the  long  house,  a 
place  of  eighty  families,  I  noticed 
four  Mg  Jars  sitting  under  a  tree. 
Tliere  waa  a  peeuUar  smdl  to  the 
place  and  skinny  crimson  banners 
hung  from  bamboo  poles  stuck  in 
the  ground.  The  Indian  skipper 
was  waiting  back  there,  so  I  asked 
about  the  Jars 

"Tlie  dead,"  he  .said.  "These  peo- 
ple always  put  their  dead  In  jars. 
Come,  we  will  look  " 

The  other  villager.s  drifted  away 
when  we  neared  the  Jars  again. 
They  were  ikout  two-thirds  the 
size  of  a  man  and  everyone  broken. 
They  had  been  set  together  again 
and  wound  about  with  strips  of 
fresh  rubber.  A  bronze  gong  was  on 
fop.  I  lifted  this  a  bit  gingerly  and 
looked  at  the  horrifying  face  of  a 
black  women  floaftlng  la  Jttlces 
Enough  ffT  that. 

"In  the  iiousc  there  will  be  more." 
the  old  boy  said.    "Inside?"  "Yes, 
the  last  to  die  is  always  kept  inside. 
We  will  ask."    He  Jabbered  away 
with  the  head  man,  who  shook  hU 
i   violently.    StUl  he  argued 
1  the  old  boy  denied. 
■  There  are  two  Jars,  but  jrou  can- 
not enter."  the  skipper  explained. 
The  wake  Is  on     It  l.s  not  fit  for 
t rangers  to  enter,  not     even  an- 
')ier  tribesman    'V'ou  .see  when  the 
man  dies  these  people  believe  that 
his  spirit  goes  to  a  happier  land  of 
great  riches  and  many  women.  His 
friends  gather  about   his  jar  for 
seven  ds^  to  eat  and  drink.  They 
believe  that  whatever  Is  eaten  and 
drunk  la  at  enee  transferred  to  the 
other  man  tn  the  other  world.  So 
iliey  drink  great  Jam  of  wine  and 
eat  a  cow  every  second  day." 

"A  cow  every  second  day?"  '"Ve.s. 
sahib;  there  are  many  men.  More 
than  100  In  this  village  They 
could  eat  a  cow  every  dnv,  hut  no- 
body can  afford  so  manv  rows  " 

•  But  all  these  cows.  then,  thev 
(  ome  back  to  life  In  the  other  world 
too?"  ."Tea,  sahib;  the  eows  and 
the  wine  and  the  tloe  iMMd.  It  all 
to  the  man." 
"What  happens  tf  a  cow  Juia  hap- 
pens to  die  some  place.  Does  she 
come  bark''"  "Oh.  sahib:  you  ask 
too  much  I  do  not  know  But  If 
you  wish  It,  snhlb.  we  may  remain

They  moved  up  threogh  mud 
and  shelling,  and  for  two  days  and 
two  nights  they  lay  in  open  fidds 
without  trenches,  ready  to  go  over. 
They  had  no  sleep  that  could  be 
railed  sleep  Not  one  hour  of  that 
time  were  they  dry  or  warm,  but  al- 
ways cold,  shivering  and  miserable. 
But  they  were  repteananttvei  ef 
Canada. 

"On  the  eve  of  October  M  they 
were  in  the  Jumplng-off  pooiUon.  I 
will  speak  of  a  regiment  in  what  was 
known  as  the  ffent  wave  of  the  at- 
tack. At  5:30  in  the  morning  they 
went  over  the  top  and  took  all  ob- 
jectives, but  they  were  detimatcd. 
They  fought  off  three  separate 
counter-attacks  that  afternoon.  They 
were  reluned  at  midnight. 

"How  many  came  out?  I  &peak  of 
my  knowledge  for  two  left  com- 
panies of  that  battaUon.  Of  half  the 
regiment,  there  eame  out  that  night 
one  otfloer,  one  lanoe<€orporal  andi 
foity-three  other  ranks.  I 

'Hiese  were  all  the  men  that  re- 
ttmied,  having  been  through  liiat 
experience  from  5:30  to  the  morn- 
ing until  midnight. 

"What  alxjui  the  rest?  Many  never 
came  out,  but  a  fair  percentage  did 
They  were  walking-wounded  and 
stretcher  cases;  and  at  night  when 
the  regiment  was  relieved  searching 
parties,  directed  only  by  the  cries 
of  the  wounded  men,  located  them 
and  carried  them  out. 

"These  men  found  their  way  back 
to  Canada.  Some  of  them  are  .still 
In  hoRpital.  though  tlxteen  years 
have  pa.s.sed:  some  of  them  are 
walking  our  streets  crippled   .   .  ." 

The  above  story  is  but  a  glimpse 
Of  the  experiences  of  one  haUaOcm 
of  the  fi^wfKtitn  Corpe.  It  aapfats 
the  general  rule  rather  than  the 
exception  of  the  Canadian  soldier 
throughout  the  whole  war. 

During  the  past  twelve  years  the 
Red  Cross  Workshop,  here  m  Vic- 
toria, has  assisted  in  employing 
nearly  one  hundred  returned  men.
